His early life was marked by a special in- 
terest in classical studies, Ata time when 
accurate and extensive scholarship in our | 
country was rare, he aspired to possess it. 
By daily and nightly studies he mastered the 
= exemplars of antic uity, and found de- 
ight in their beauties. His example, for many | 
years, exerted a potent influence in com-! 
mending them. But he sought, by peculiar | 
exertions, to promote their study in the 
learned seminaries of our country. With | 
unanswerable force, he urged the duty of es- 
tablishing a standard of elegation among us, | 
im every substantial respect commensurate | 
with that in Europe. It was his desire to| 
see the American youth receiving on their| 
native soil, under the precious influence of| 
free institutions, a course of instruction that | 
should render foreign aid superfluous. He 
had a just pride of country, and wished to 
behold its character respected abroad in the 
— of accomplished representatives, well 
nowing that every American scholar, wher- 
rzes.de.manders im foreign lands, is a living 
which he has been reared. : 

He knew that scholarship of all kinds 
would gild the life of its possessor; that it 
would enlarge the resources of the advocate ; 
that it woul enrich the voice of the pulpit 
and strengthen the learning of medicine. He 
knew that it would afford a pleasant compan- 
ionship in hours of relaxation from labor, in

“C.8.” thinks the churches are better judges 
than councils, because “ they are much better ac- 
quainted with facts and with development of char- 
acter, and with important circumstances, and act 
under a responsibility in regard to their own in- 
terests.” But he will find, I think, but few peo- 
ple, acquainted with judicial action, who will agree 
with him. All these things which he thinks 
qualify men to be good judges are viewed by in- 
telligent men as disqualifications. Let them give 
testimony, if they have this knowledge, and let 
others judge. We do not choose the witnesses 
for referees. Their passions and opinions are 
enlisted in the case. Nor do we allow them to be

The entire simplicity of “C. 8.” im his reliance 
upon the words of Christ, to the exclusion of the 
authority of the congregational fathers, is certain- 
ly not to be censured, but such a spirit is mach to 
be commended. I would commend this spirit to 
one other of your correspondents. But some 
things seem to be well settled in our order which 
are founded on the practice of the apostles, and 
are not deemed contrary to the words of Christ, 
who is not supposed to have given direction con- 
cerning all things sppertaining to the action of 
the churches; among these are ecclesiastical 
ils. It is lly acknowledged among 
us that it is proper for churches, on many occa- 
sions, to ask for the advice of neighbor churches ; 
such as the ordination of pastors and their diemis- 
sion, and the discipline and practice of the church 
its members. Our Lord does not direct 
this, but the apostles practised it, and we admit its 
propriety. Then the question is not whether we 
are making “a codicil to the will of Christ,” but 
whether exparte councils do not necessarily grow 
out of the very spirit and design of the councils 
which we all acknowiedge as right and proper. 
Having before shown this most manifestly, and 
what I have said as to this not having been called 
in question by “C. 8.,” I shall not repeat it. 
As one question was—*do these councils con- 
stitute an essential part of Congregationalism,” 
and I have shown from our books and our practice 
thet this must be answered affirmatively, 
have considered it as matter of regret thet 
Congregationalist should be dissatisfied with one 
of the first principles of our order. There may be 
abuses in the convocation and setion of these 
councils, as all good things are sometimes ubused, 
Tt is not strange that, sinners as we are, and frail 
and imperfect as we are, we should err—some- 
times as individuals and sometimes as churches. 
{ cannét doubt that *C. 8.” thinks so. Churches 
may err in judgment and action, and for this ree- 
son a council was assembled in Jerusalem. May 
they not err in not convoking council when 
they ought ? Is it doubted that there is passion 
And that there is fanaticiam sometimes in a church, 
and is not their refusal of © mutual council 
evidence of this ? 
“C. 8." does not say that the members‘of our 
churches have no rights, and consequently no 
Protection is needed.

A false and mischievous idea of 
religious liberty and philanthropy is also becom- 
ing popular, especially a superficial philanthropy, 
which seeks the reformation, and not the regen- 
eration of men; which looks upon the church 
as an antiquated and inadequate i lity 
for the improvement of society. But if christians 
are true to the cause of Christ, earnest in prayer, 
and faithful in labor, they may expect to see the 
glorious work of God, vindicating his cause and 
putting to shame and confusion the insolent ene- 
mies of his church and his word.
